He cited me'' Scientific suc- 
cesses of the last few years as 
examples of why his Demo-i 
cratic critics, who complain 
that the United States is fall- 
ing behind Russia, are mis-'

Nixon alsc^id a press con-' 
ference here rthat if he were 
elected President he would' 
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I not allow Communist mobs to 
deter him frpm making for- 
eign journeys to make known 
the views and aspirations of- 
the United States. 

The Vice President was 
cheered by a tremendous 
crowd here as the first presi- 
'dential 'candidate in 24 years 
to visit the .'Pine Tree State. 

Police Chief Leon Weliber 
estimated the throng which 
turned out to. greet the Vice 
President and witness a big 
parade in celebration of Cum- 
berland County’s 200th anni- 
versary at 100,000 in this city 
of 85,000. 

Streets were packed with; 
onlookers, some of them car-i 
rying Kennedy signs, as Nix-! 
on’s car drove the four miles | 
from the airport to take its! 
place at the head of the i)a 
rade. 

“It was the biggest crowd; 
we have ever had here,'’ eb-i 
ber said. j

p.-e.sidenlial candidates of both 
jiarties, is a battle-ground 
State this year with both Dem- 
ocrats and Republicans claim- 
in. g strong /support. 

The last presidential can- 
didate to campaign in Maine 
.was Alf Landon, who opened 
his unsuccessful campaign 
hero in 1936. 

The crowds that greeted 
Nixon were well behaved and 
eager to see him. But in this 
city with its large Democratic 
vote there were cries of 
“Wherh is Kennedy?’’ and 
“Vote for Kennedy.” A few 
signs proclaimed ’Let’s Back 
Jack" and “Maine for Ken- 
nofiy." 

The. Vice President flew 
from Washington for the one- 
day visit after being assured 
there would be no close votes 
in the Senate, At a news con- 
lercnce, he said he hoped that 
in the fueure the Democratic 
leadership would give him | 
more notice than it did ' 
Wednesday. i
